Brittany is Che western out­ 
post of France, a tongue licking 
out into the Atlantic. Its five 
departments 
represent 
roughly 
7 per cent of the area of France 
and of the population. 
Most of the American troops 
coming to France in World War

entered 
through 
Brittany ’s 
torts. In World War II. GIs 
fought last-ddtoh German resist­ 
ance in Saint Nazaire and Brest 
and finally captured towns that 
were reduced to rubble. 
Ask about the election here 
and y ou get answers like this: 
“We sulfered too much, and 
were too often humiliated by the 
constant 
changing 
of 
govern­ 
ments 
l)efore De Gaulle. 
We 
want something stable and he is 
the one who can best assure it.” 
That is not to say there is no 
grumbling. Shipy ard workers in 
Nantes and Saint Nazaire have 
seen 
many 
lobs 
disappear. 
Farmers are chronically dissat­ 
isfied alout disparity 
between 
farm 
prices 
and 
consumer 
prices, and surpluses that re­ 
main unsold. 
Marches on government head­ 
quarters in the shipbuilding cen­ 
ters to protest reductions in em­ 
ploy ment were common a few 
y ears ago. Farmers often block­ 
aded roads with their carts to 
call attention to their plight. 
Grev ancea Set Aside 
But these grievances seem to 
have been set aside for the elec­ 
tion. 
“This is the first time the 


French people have ever had a 
chance to vote for the presi­ 
dent,” sand a newsman in Quim- 
per. “They ’re taking their re­ 
sponsibility seriously . They are 
thinking about what is best for 
the whole country , rather than 
just 
thinking 
about 
them­ 
selves.” 
Francois Branellec. may or of 
Saint Pol de Leon, said: “Three 
farm organizations have coun­ 
seled 
their members 
to vote 
against. De Gaulle. I don’t think 
these recommendations will be 
followed by more than 25 per 
cent of the farmers. Bretons are 
individualists, 
and

There is little discussion of 
foreign policy , although — per­

But there was no mention of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
: gaoization and its policy of inte­ 
gration of forces, no talk of 
j going faster or slower on Euro­ 
pean integration, no deep feel- 
i ing about ties with Germany . 
These 
were faraway 
abstrac­ 
tions. 
De Gaulle has a solid political 
base bere. Among the 34 depu­ 
ties from the region, 16 are 
members of the Gaullist Union 
for a New Republic. The others 
are scattered among six differ­ 
ent political groups. 
A few posters have appeared 
with the faces of Jcan-Louis 
Tixien-Vignancour,

Ev en in a freak accident a bullet will seldom kill or wound 
more than one person. The loaded auto can and has killed or 
crippled dozens. At 90 miles per hour it takes 999 feet to stop a 
car. T hat’s the length of three football fields plus 33 yards. 
We urge our readers to bear this in mind when they aim their 
cars for resort, home or family reunions. L et’s pledge ourselv es 
to driv e safely and obseiwe speed limits. We don’t w ant a turkey 
shoot on our roads. The targets are hum an and the auto is a deadly 
instrum ent in the wrong hands.
